“I guess 
Sophy won't teach my wife to hustle 
on the streets now,” he is reported 
to have said., “I stuck by the kid to 
save her honor. I guess I won't re- 
gret it.” 

TELLS STORY OF HER LIFE. 

The emptiness of his excuse was 
shown by Mra. Conway herself in a 
story of her life told to a reporter 
in her cell at the same station. She 
admitted that she had smoked cigar- 
ettes since she was 15 years old. She 
ran eway from home when she was a 
girl. For a while she lived with her 
mother in luxurious apartments in 
hotels. This luxury ceased when her 
mother met a tragic death In a hotel 
in Ontarte, Can. 

Mrs. Conway said: “I just grew up 
and always did as I pleased.” 

Conway's cheerfulness was main- 
tained in spite of severe palm he suf- 
fered throughout the day from his 
leg.

GIBBONS PREACHES SERMON ON 
PRESENT-DAY POLITICS. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIwPs) 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 3.—Cardinal 
Gibbons, in the Cathedral here today, 
delivered an election eve sermon de- 
signed to awaken “the supine citizen 
who never takes an interest in the 
political welfare of his country.” He 
deciared that: if the future historian 
is called upon to record the decline 
and fall of the American republic 
he will ascribe as the cause “the in- 
difference, lethargy and political 
apostasy of her own sons.” 

The sermon was non-partisan as to 
the personal preferences of the 
Cardinal toward the three conspicu- 
ous candidates for President. He as- 
serted his intolerance toward peasi- 
mistic prophets, who each campaign 
predict the end of the government un- 
less their favorite candidate is elected 
and by a discussion of our form of 
government sought to show that the 
results of our election cannot serious- 
ly affect the endurance of the re- 
public. 

“By a wise provision of the Consti- 
tution of tim United States political 
authority is not concentrated in one 


‘| individual, or in one department of 


the administration,” he said, “but is 
judiciously distributed so that the 
balance of power may be preserved. 
Our general government consists of 
the executive, the legislative and the 
judicial branches. If anything goes 
wrong with any one of these depart- 
ments, the evil is checked by the 
other two, and usurpation of power 
is prevented. ~_ 
SHIP OF STATE. 

“Now our government is often 
@alied a Ship of State. This great 
Ship of State is divided into forty- 
elght minor States. Each of these 
States may be said to be waterproof, 
in the sense that the engulfing of 
one would not involve the sinking of 
the other. California, for example, 
might be overwhelmed by the waters 
of a political revolution without dis- 
turbing the neighboring States of 
Washington, Nevada and Arizona. 
“The safety and permanence, there- 
fore, of our republic largely depend 
on the autonomy of the severa! States, 
without the danger of absorption by 
the general government. Should our 
government and legislators ever be- 
come the subservient creatures of the 
Federal government they would be 
mere puppets, subject to the will of 
the Chief Executive. They would 
cease to be waterproof and would 
share the fate of the Titanic. 
“But the survival of the American 
republic must rest on a more stable 
foundation than the patriotism of our 
citizens, the genius of our statesmen 
and the wisdom of our laws. It must 
have a stronger basis than fleets and 
Greadnoughts and standing armies: 
for ‘the race is not to § the 
swift, nor the battle to the strong.’ 
Our enduring stability can be se- 
cured only under the abiding protec- 
tion of the Lord of Hosts. 

STRIKING CONTRAST. 
“And happily for the nation this 
humble recognition of a superintend- 
ing power has been upheld from the 
dawn of the republic to our own time. 
What a striking contrast we present 
in this respect to our sister republic 
across. the Atlantic, which once bore 
the proud title of ‘eldest daughter of 
the church.’ The leaders of the 
French Republic are so far carried 
away by the tide of unbelief that 
they studiously eliminate the name of 
God from their official utterances

BULGARIA WILL REFUSE 
INTERVENTION PLEA.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 3.—The 
Ambassadors have geked the Porte 
to grant permission to each of the 
great powers to send one warship 
through the Dardanelles and this re- 
quest had been complied with. The 
only guarantee of safety for the na- 
tive Christians and, perhaps, foreign- 
ers in Constantinople, is to be found 
in the presence of the wafships of 
the great powers in the harbor of 
the Turkish capital. 

It is the general belief that Bul- 
garia will refuse to listen to any- 
thing in the way of intervention wun- 
til the Bulgarian army is at the gates 
of Constantinople and will insist that 
Turkey make an appeal direct to the 
allies without interference from the 
powers. 

POWERS AT ODDS. 

The powers have not been able to 
agree’ upon the French Premier's 
formula of “territorial disinterested- 
ness,” which is not acceptable to 
Austria or Germany. The powers 
are taking steps for the protection 
of Christians and their own political 
interests in Turkey. One warship 
in addition to the vessels already 
dispatched to Turkish ports will be 
sent through the Dardanelles by each 
of the powers. 

Beyond the statement that the 
Turkish army is retreating to the last 
line of fortifications outside Con- 
stantinople, little news was received 
from the seat of war tonight, Fight- 
ing was reported along the line from 
Tchorlu to Seral, which was the out- 
come, doubtless of the effort of the 
defeate Turks to retire within the 
Tchatalija lines, which the Bulgarians 
are doing their utmost to prevent. 

TIGHTEN GRIP. 


The besieging forces are tighten- 
ing their grip around Adrianople and 
the bombardment is becoming more 
vigorous. In other directions the 
allies are concluding thelr occupa- 
tion of Turkey's territory. The 
Greeks have taken Nicopolis and 
Prevesea and have landed a division 
at Stavros, which is marching to at- 
tack Salonika.

BULGARIA WILL REFUSE

great powers to send one warship 
through the Dardanelles and this re- 
quest had been complied with.

Tt is the general belief that Bul- 
garia will refuse to listen to any- 
thing in the way of intervention un- 
til the Bulgarian army is at the gates 
of Constantinople and wil! insist that 
Turkey make an appeal direct to the 
allies without interference from the 
powers. 

POWERS AT ODD&. 

The powers have not been able to 
agree upon the French Premier's 
formula of “territorial disinterested- 
ness,” which is not acceptable to 
Austria or Germany. The powers 
are taking steps for the protection 
of Christians and their own political 
interests in Turkey. One warship 
in addition to the vessels already 
dispatched to Turkish ports will be 
sent through the Dardanelles by each 
of the powers. 

Beyond the statement that the 
Turkish army is retreating to the last 
line of fortifications outside Con- 
stantinople, little news was received 
from the seat of war tonight, Fight- 
ing was reported along the line from 
Tchorlu to Seral, which was the out- 
come, doubtiess of the effort of the 
defeated Turks to retire within the 
Tchatalja lines, which the Bulgarians 
are doing their utmost to prevent. 

TIGHTEN GRIP. 


The besieging forces are tighten- 
ing their grip around Adrianople and 
the bombardment is becoming more 
vigorous.

CAR SHORTAGE 
IS MENACING. 


 -— 


Commerce Commission Warns 
Railway Managers. 


Many Roads Are Violating 
the Shipping Rules. 


Shippers Urged to Help 
Remedy Conditions. 


[By Federal (Wireless) Tine to The Times}, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—[Special 
Dispatch. ] In an effort to 
avert a threatened car shortage 
throughout the country the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has is- 
sued a warning to railroads and ship- 
pers recommending measures to im- 
prove the situation, which has already 
become menacing to industries and 
commerce. 

It is pointed out that the commis- 
sion ts receiving daily advices from 
industries, State institutions, coal 
merchants and private individuais 
that unless relief is forthcoming great 
damage and suffering will ensue. 

COMMISSION'S APPEAL. 


The commission's appeal in part is 
as follows: 

“It appears that many of the roads 
which had adequately supplied them- 
selves with equipment for the trans- 
portation service, are unable to se- 
cure their equipment from their con- 
necting lires, it having been appro- 
priated by those lines and put to 
other uses. (ine railroad reports 
that out of 30,000 coal cars owned 
it now has but 2800 avaliable on its 
line and has been forced to place 
an embargo against coal going off its 
line in its cars. The per diem charge 
under common agréement for the use 
of foreign equipment seems inade- 
quate to secure its return at a time 
when there is a live demand far cars. 
Such procedure on the part of the 
railroads is nothing less than theft. 
The carriers by agreement have pro- 
vided rules under which, when car- 
ried out In good faith, cars may 
promptiy be returned to the home 
line. Departure from these rules is 
an appropriation of property which 
is morally unjustified. 

THREE RULES. : 

“The duty of framing such rules 
rests primarily upon the carriers 
themselves and the commission has 
said that unless such rules were made 
it would itself undertake the task. 
Such remedy, however, would be en- 
tirely inadequate to the imperative 
needs of the present situation and in 
view of condition which obtains we 
deem it to the public interest to make 
the following suggestions to the rall- 
roads of the country: 

“First—That a higher per diem rate 
shall be made to apply for the use 
of cars, as between the carriers. 

“Becon4d—That an inspection serv- 
ice be at once instituted which shall 
report to this commission violations 
of the rules existing which are in- 
tended to ineure the return of equip- 
ment to the home line. 

“Third—That operating lines be re- 
quired to make fuller use of locomo- 
tives and cars by increasing the speed 
of freight trains. An average move- 
ment of less than twenty-five miles 
per car per day is not adequate to 
the need of a time such as this. An 
incident of such movement is tanta- 
mount to an Increase of equipment. 
The shippers of the country under 
the rules of the carriers are allowed 
two Jays’ free time after which de- 
murrage in the amount of $1.00 a 
day is impased for the detention of 
a car. Complaints have come to the 
commission that shippers are not act- 
ing with sufficient energy in loading 
and unloading cara, but the commis- 
sion feels justified in urging upon the 
shippers that they shall not avail 
themselves of the full time limit al- 
lowed them by the carriers, but will 
do their utmost to ald themselves and 
the country at large by releasing 
equipment as promptly as is possible. 
Should it appear that cars are being 
held by shippers at this time for 
storage purposes we shall give con- 
sideration to the issuance of a gen- 
eral rule, which will temporarily ap- 
ply to a higher rate of demurrage 
than is now imposed.”

ELLS SECRETS 
OF BOOKMAKING. 


FORMER GAMBLER FLAYS LAT- 
EST RACING AMENDMENT. 


Admits to Having Once Bribed 
Jockey With Fifty Thousand Dol- 
lars in Effort to Show that the 
Game Is Crooked—As«cris Cam- 
paign for New Law Is Misicading. 


“If the gamblers succeed in having 
this race-gambling amendment pat 
through, do you think you can ever 
beat the game’” 

This was the inquiry with which 
Harry Brolaski, for twenty-two years 
a bookmaker, but now on the other 
side of the question, who helped to 
defeat race-gambling in New York, 
opened his address at the mass meet- 
ing at the First Methodist Church, 
yesterday, held for the purpose of 
waging war against the proposed 
amendment to the present racing law 
in California, which is to be voted on 
next Tuesday. 

Brolaski did not hestitate to men- 
tien names, even local names, in his 
denunciation of gamblers. 

“This proposed amendment ts so 
craftily worded that people all over 
California have been standing for It, 
not knowing its true import. Then one 
night Tom Williams and George Rose 
became indisposed in San Francisco 
and gave the fact away that they 
were at the bottom of it. Then netws.- 
papers and clergymen woke up and 
began to fight it. But the gamblers 
are thoroughly organized. When 
they wanted money, the head gamb- 
ler crooked his finger, and said, 
‘Kick in, boys!’ and they raised $160,- 
000 in a twinkling, and on Tuesday 
they'll have a force at every polling 
place, handing out literature in favor 
of thie amendment, headed: ‘Better 
times itn California.’ 

“What is this ‘pari-mutuel 
scheme of betting, anyhow’? TI'lj tell 
you. It's a device like a silot-ma- 
chine, only about six times as large,

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jockeys, which the betters play. The 
horsemen and jockeys themselves can 
skin the public by nominating the 
horse they want to win, and betting 
on that one horse, while the public 
is betting on the entire field, there- 
by getting all the public's money di- 
rect except the 5 per cent. taken out 
by the racing association. The pari- 
mutuel machine Means more, even 
than the old system of bookmaking— 
it means more by 30 per cent. In 
favor of the bookmaker. Do you 
want to stand for that?” 

Brolaski gave a startling revela- 
tion of the methods of bookmakers 
and poolrooms, and the contempt of 
the bookmaking brotherhood for the 
“dear public.” 

“Even though your horse wins, you 
may never get your money. Right 
out here at Arcadia, one day the last 
season of the horse-racing there, a 
horse won on which much money 
was het—but the judge coolly de- 
clared he came in second, and no- 
body got any money but the book- 
makers. Out at Emeryville, In the 
old days, I myself once gave the 
jockey $590,000 to pull out a horse 
that was winning—and you can 
imagine I got something out of the 
dear old public myself! 

“They claim that the present law 
has not eliminated poolrooms. That 
is true, but it has helped. Today 
there isn't a wide-open poolréom in 
the city, while the city was honey- 
combed with them under the old 
law.” 

Other speakers were Rev. William 
Horace Day, who spoke on the sub- 
lect, “Horses or Men,” and who sald 
that while it was innocently claimed 
that the proposed amendment was: to 
encourage the breeding of fine 
horses, it seemed impossible to elimi- 
nate the worst forms of gambling 
from connection with racing, and that 
being the case, it seemed best to 
negiect the horse-breeding, and have 
a little coarser-grained horse and a 
little finer-grained man. 

Rev. E. P. Ryland spoke on the 
“Insincerity of Evil,” pointing . out 
the fraudulent nature of the peti- 
tion presented to the people. 

Rev. J. Whitcomb Brougher spoke 
on “Gambling or Investing.” and 
made a plea to the large congregation 
to see that everyone was it®ormed 
of the nature of the law on which 
they are asked to vote next Tuesday. 
“We should have a representative 


at every polling place,” said the 
speaker, “for-you may well believe 
the gamblers will have one there. 


They are depending on the ignorance 
and apathy of the public to win their 
amendment. They are like the 
darky,” he said, “who, having stolen 
chickens and being taken before the 
court, was asked whether he had 
counsel to defend him. 

“"No said the darkey, ‘I'se 
jus" goin’ to leave ft to de ignorance 
of the court!’”’ 

Nathan Newby presided at the 
meeting; Rev. R. J. Coyne led the 
singing, and prayer was offered by 
Rev. C. M. Carter.

AMONG BLOCKS OF ICE. 


WO men found hiding among the 
T contents of a big ice box, two bal- 

ancing themselves on the sill of a 
second-story window from which four 
others jumped to the sidewalk below, 
six escapes and about fifteen arrests 
were features of a raid made early 
yesterday on the Pullman Club, Third 
street and Central avenue, where a 
gambling game is claimed to have 
been in progress.

“A lodge in some vast wilderness,” 
may be the ultimate resort of the 
unhappy devotee of My Lady Nico- 
tine if his pursuit is followed to its 
logical conclusion. At home tobacco 
is taboo because it “smells up the 
curtains;” at the office or store it 
is often forbidden for various and 
sundry “becauses,” and now the 
Board of Public Utilities threatens to 
fill in the smoker's last ditch—the 
“ditch” in this instance being the 
forward decks of street cars. 
Dealers in smoke opine two-thirds 
of the male bipeds burn their own 
particular brand of incense, and half 
their daily puffing is accomplished on 
the way to and from work, and in 
their peregrinations about the city 
and its environs, wherefore they view 
with alarm this latest attempt to at- 
tack the liberty of the smoker. They 
feel the constitution about to be 
undermined. “If the fell purpose 
actually falls this glorious republic 
may as well take in its shingle as 
the much vaunted land of the free,” 
they argue, “for the pursuit of hap- 
piness guaranteed us won't be worth 
a nickel’s worth of peanuts.” 

When news of the contemplated 
horror became bruited about yester- 
day the smokers donned sackcloth 
and ashes, at least they donned the 
ashes and puffed vigorously as though 
every pull was the last. “I feel.” de- 
clared a victim of the “stogle” habit, 
looking furtively about, “as though I 
were about to be ‘pinched.” He 
snuggied his ‘three-fer’ into an in- 
side pocket while a minion of the 
jaw went by. and then in his excite- 
ment stuck the lighted end where it 
would cause the most voluminous 
profanity. 
“We didn’t say much when they 
cut us down to one-half the open sec- 
tion on the cars; we looked pleasant 
when they shunted us to the rear 
half, and we retained our sang froid 
when we were jumped back to the 
bowsprit again. We even pretended 
to like it when Pasadena passed an 
ordinance requiring smokers to re- 
main abaft.

A surprising number of women do 
nat object to tobacco fumes; if they 
do, why do they insist on crowding 
into the section of the car supposed 
to be reserved for smokers when 
| there is plenty of room elsewhere’ 
The ride affords the only opportunity 
a majority of the street car passen- 
gers may have during the day to in- 
dulge in their favorite pastime. 
“Let ‘em get up earlier in the 
morning,” says Wheeler. But great 
Bunker Hill tunnel! what man wants 
to leave his comfy bed before the 
lark is on the job to puff an ante- 
breakfast pipe in a cold and cheer- 
less room?” 
It is a moot question whether the 
Board of Public Utilities has the 
power to issue and enforce so drastic 
a regulation. If it is determined it 
has not,.Councll] must be asked to 
pass the necessary legisiation—in 
which event Council is pretty sure to 
have its path crossed by several “dark, 
tall men,” the kind sooth-sayers al- 
ways say “beware” of. 
Tf it le true that half the smoking 
ie done en route, muffiing of the prac- 
tiee will meet with stern disapproval 
of tobacco venders, and will arouse no 
visible enthusiasm on the part of 
emokers themselves. Whether non- 
emokers and non-smokerettes will be 
able to carry the day probably will 
invojve a pretty question of law and 
fact, and more gray hairs will top 
the furrowed brows of our city papas.

“Coaling Stations” was the topic 
of the sermon by Dr. C. M. Carter 
at the First Baptist Church Sunday 
evening. This was the fifth in the 
series on the “Voyage of Life.” Dr. 
Carter said in part: 

“We hear much about the Monroe 
Doctrine. This is, briefly, the princi- 
ple which governs this nation in for- 
bidding the acquisition of new terri- ; 
tory in the western hemisphere by | 
other nations. It is a precautionary | 
principle that we may be protected | 
from other nations before any trou- 
ble arises with them. 

“There are alarmists who tell us 
we are in danger of war with Japan. 
But war with Japan is not only im- 
probable, but ft is absurdly impossi- 
ble. In the first place the Japanese 
know we are their best friends. In 
the second place the moral and ma- 
terial forces of the tWo nations are in 
too great disproportion. And the 
third reason is that if the Japanese 
fleet ever succeeded in crossing the 
Pacific to this country they would be 
helpless by the time they .reached 
here because out of coal. Fuel is as 
necessary to a war ship as powder 
is to a gun, and Japan has no coal-

LOSES HIS LIFE.

Long Beach Youth, Acci- 
dentally Shot, Dies. 


Careless Handling of Gun 
Ends Promising Career. 


Janitor Disappears; Family 
and Friends Guessing. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 3.—A boy's 
careless handling of a gun cost him 
his life today. Earl Russell’ this 
morning while hunting in company 
with George Nelson, on the ranch 
of a man named Wilhelm, corner of 
Anaheim and Zimeno aventies, saw a 
crippled bird on the ground. He rar 
to head it off and in bending, the butt 
of his hammerless gun hit the ground 
and a load of birdshot was discharged 
into his left thigh, blowing a hole 
clear through the limb, an inch in 
diameter. His companion ran for 
help leaving the wounded boy on the 
ground. 

Help soon arrived and after tem- 
porary attention the victim was 
rushed to Seaside Hospital, where it 
was found that the charge had missed 
both the femoral artery and the bi« 
bone, although the muscles are bad- 
ly tOrn and some of the smaller blood 
vessels were punctured. 

Surgeons took every possible meas- 
ure to stem the flow of blood, but 
before they were successful, the young 
man died of his injury. The victim 
was 19 years old.

The Board of Public Works which 
for the last six months has been a 
(target for criticism because of its 
conduct of the water department, is 
happy today over the certainty that 
the new well being sunk to the thous- 
and-foot level in the Alamitos ar- 
tesian belt is more than Iikely to 
prove a gusher. The well is now at 
the 845-foot depth and from esti- 
mates made when the sand pump 
and drill is pulled from the casing 
and the subterranean water gushes 
forth the initial flow is 160 miners 
inches, which after a few days’ steady 
flow would be reduced to a steady 
flow of 100 inches.

PROVIDE WATER SYSTEM. 


Monrovia Officials Torn With 


Doult by the Various Propositions 

Which Are Offered. 

MONROVIA, Oct. 3.—A solution of 
the water problem has been for the 
past month the chief care of the city 
officials who have been kept busy ex- 
amining the various propositions and 
schemes brought forth for the in- 
crease of the present supply. 

The Sevier proposition was reported 
unfavorably on account of the expense 
of developing the water. The Ped- 
ley plan, that of boring for water on 
city property, at the mouth of Saw- 
pit Canyon, and raising it by 
hydraulic pump, is still under consid- 
eration, although it is generally be- 
lieved that there is insufficient water 
in the canyon to make the scheme of 
much practical value. 

Samuel Storrow, one of the fore- 
most hydraulic encineers of the West, 
the consulting engineer of the famous 
Spring Valley water system, which 
San Francisco has just purchased at 
the cost of $41,000,000, is to be the 
guest of the city tomorrow, to make 
a preliminary investigation of the gen- 
eral conditions which confront the 
water department, with a view to a 
later thorough examination of Mon- 
rovia's sources of water supply, and 
suggestions for the enlargement of 
the present system. The city is look- 
ing into the future, and is planning 
a water supply for a population of 
26,000, and in the event of not being 
able to develop sufficient water at 
home, has put in an application for 
200 inches of Owens River water. 


BIG JOB NEARLY FINISHED. 


ESCONDIDO, Nov. 3.—The direc- 
tors of the Mutual Water Company ex- 
pect the drilling of the 1900 feet of 
tunnel through the Rodriguez Moun- 
tain, at the headworks of the irri- 
gation system, to be completed by 
Christmas Day. 

The work on the tunnel ropresents 
an outlay of $40,000; while nearly as 
much is represented in the permanent 
improvement work to parts of the 
system below the tunnel. The tun- 
nel will take the place of 3000 feet 
of wooden flume. The work below 
the tunnel is the construction of ce- 
ment ditch to take the place of wood- 
en fume. With the improvements 
completed it will be possible to fll 
the ditch to a carrying capacity of 
2000 inches which will mean the fill- 
ing of the impounding reservoir in 
loss than forty days, whereas it has 
usually required three montha.

JAPANESE CHANGING MODE OF 


EATING AND LIVING. 


Oriental Forestry Expert Return- 
ing Home With More New Ideas. 
Believes Trade Relations With 


This Are Increasing. 
Says We Are Wasteful of Lamber. 


That Japan is gradually turning 
from rice, the staple food of the land 
of the Rising Sun for centuries, and 
is importing vast quantities of Ameri- 
can canned beef, is the statement 
made by Tsutomu Funamoto, chief 
of the Forestry Department of Jap- 
an, who arrived in Los Angeles last 
evening and is located at the Alex- 
andria. Funamoto has been in New 
York and Washington gathering data 
in connection with forest preserva- 
tien and is on his way home. 

“There is a wonderful future in 
the trade relations of Japan and the 
United States,” declared Funamoto. 
“Japan is changing rapidly and is 
constantly requiring your manufaec- 
tures. You see, we have a popula- 
tion of more than 60,060. 000 in «a 
land which is about the size of your 
State of California, and we must tm- 
port because we have not the space 
in which to raise sufficient to feed 
our people. Although the use of 
rice is decreasing, we still are com- 
pelled to import about 10 per cent. 
of our annual consumption from Ko- 
rea and Formosa. 

“In addition to im 
quantities of your foodstuffs, we also 
use a great deal of lumber, Ore- 
gan pine mostly. We used to import 
much California cedar but use mostly 
cedar for interior decoration and 
the Japanese do not like the reddish 
color of your wood. They like the 
lighter pink, almost salmon shade, 
and the exceedingly fine grain of the 
Japanese cedars.” 

The forestry expert talked very in- 
terestingly on the work of his de- 
partment In Japan and how they han- 
die the forest conservation problem. 
He declared that the Americans are 
extremely wasteful of their forests 
and do not plant sufficiently for the 
future. “Every time a tree is cut 
down in Japan, another one is plant- 
ed in its place, and in twenty-five 
years we have another tree large 
enough to be used. Often-times we 
plant the land In rice while the young 
trees afe starting,” he sald. 

Funamoto said that the trees of 
the Pacific Slope grow to much t- 
er heights than do those of Japan, 
although the rate of growth is about 
the same.

LAST WORD. 

The campaign is over. Tomorrow the 
voters of the country will decide the con- 
test. Let us disregard theories and claims 
and get down to hard, solid, arithmetical, 
logical facts. 

If, as is not even remotely possible, 
Roosevelt should obtain enough votes in 
the States east of the Mississippi River to 
elect him he would be, so far as Congress 
is concerted, a President without a party. 
There are very few Progressive candidates 
for Congress in the East. The contest 
there is between the Democratic and reg- 
tlar Republican and Progressive candi- 
dates for Presidential electors, and the 
Progressives are doing there exactly what 
they denounce Taft Republicans for doing 
in California—advocating the election of 
Democrats. In California, In six districts 
out of eleyen, there are ho Rooseveltian 
candidates. In Los Angeles there are no 
Taft Republicans running for Congress. In 
California the trickery and perjuries of the 
Johnson-Earl-Lissner gang have excluded 
Taft electors from the ballot and compelled 
Republicans either to write the names of 
such electors upon the ballotse—which not 
one in ten, and probably not one in twenty, 
will do—or ese refrain from voting, which 
very few will do, or else vote for Wilson, 
which probably most of them will do, in 
order to punish the miscreants who have 
disfranchiaed them. 

So far as the tariff is concerned the in- 
dustries of Califoraia have less to suffer 
from a Democratic than from a Bull Moose 
victory. Democrats do not propose free 
trade; they propose a tariff for revenue 
only. Between free trade and a revenue 
tariff the difference is as wide as that be 
tween Toopious Earl and Integrity. 

Take sugar, for instance. In 1910 we 
Consumed 3,350,355 tons, of which there 
was made in the United States only 450,595 
tons, and there was imported 2,900,260 
tons. The duties paid on importations 
amounted to about twenty millions of dol- 
lars. A tariff for revenue only would not 
include placing sugar on the free list, for 
that would be to cut off revenue from 
sugar altogether, and would not benefit con- 
sumers, for the American beet-eugar in- 
dustry, as well as the cane-sugar industry 
im Louisiana and Hawaii, would be 
destroyed, while the price of foreign sugars 
would be advanced. Notwithstanding this 
fact Progressive Congressman Kent voted 
for free sugar. His vote was not for a 
protective tariff, or for a tariff for revenue 
only. It was a vote for the benefit of the 
sugar trust only. ? 

Take wool. In 1910 we produced 321,362.- 
750 pounds, and imported 137,647,641 
pounds. The duties paid on the importa- 
tions amounted to over twenty millions of 
dollars. To place sugar and wool on the 
free list would be to take forty millions of 
dollars or more out of the revenues. That 
would not be a tariff to produce revenue 
only. It would be a tariff to reduce the 
production of revenue. Take fruits and 
nuts. We imported in 1911 $41,515,067 
worth. There are no statistics available 
showing the value of our home production 
of these articles. or the amount of money 
derived from duties thereon. But it stands 
to reason that to place orahges and lemons 
on the free list would reduce the revenue, 
and would not therefore be a tariff for 
revenue only. 

A tariff for revenue only would probably 
reduce the duty on manufactures of textile 
fabrics and on steel and iron goods, and 
would stimulate importations of such 
goods, increase the revenues from customs 
duties on them, and lessen both the profits 
of manufacturers and the wages of their 
workmen. This disadvantage would be in- 
flicted mainly on eastern communities. It 
would not for the present seriously affect 
California 

Yet Californians have been patriotic 
enough and would now be patriotic enough 
fo tax themselves for the benefit of the 
whole country, and, as between Taft and 
a protective tariff, and Wilson and a rev- 
enue tariff, they would give Taft a big ma- 
jority. 

But that is not the issue. The Lissner- 
Johnson gang have prevented it from being 
the issue. They have, by disfranchising 
Taft Republicans, narrowed the issue here 
to a choice between a tariff for revenue 
only, and a tariff for uncertainty only. 
Roosevelt proposes that if a commission 
appointed and controlled by himself shall 
report that the workmen in any industry 
are not receiving sufficient wages, or their 
hours of labor or sanitary conditions, or 
their ability to dictate to their employers, 
or other environments are not satisfactory, 
then the tariff on goods similar to those 
made by such industry shall be taken off 
altogether, the workmen deprived of their 
“unsatisfactory” employment, and the of- 
fending employers compelled to close the 
doors of their factories and furnaces. 


California is not so much interested in 


opposing a tariff for revenue only as she is 
in ridding herself of the domination of the 
tricksters and thieves who, by crooked 
ways, are seeking to perpetuate the rule 
that they obtained by false pretenses. The 
practices and the evils which Bombaster 
Furioso Johnson claims that he “kicked 
out” of politics were shining virtues com- 
pared with the rapacious, brutal, con- 
scienceless rule\of himself and his gang. 

When you go to the polls tomorrow vote 
as your judgment and conscience bid you; 
but your judgment will be poor and your 
conscience asleep if you vote the Bull 
Moose ticket. 


S THE UNITED STATES READY FOR 
WAR?

SCORTED OUT. 

Chinese troops which, until lately, 
were in permanent occupation of the de 
pendency of Thibet, have begun their re- 
treat through India, “escorted,” say the 
dispatches, “by an English Middlesex regi- 
ment.” 

What was an “English Middlesex regi- 
ment” doing at the capital of Thibet? Did 
it go there to guard the scientists sent to 
investigate the polyandry with which the 
jadies of Thibet are said to mitigate and 
offset the disadvantages of polygamy and 
the monotony of monogamy’?

Socialism, although precise in its de- 
mands, proposes no plan for acquiring the 
property of the present owners of land, ma- 
chinery, railroads or steamers. 

The acquisition can only be effected by 
purchase or seizure. The first would bank- 
rupt all the property owners of the nation 
from Bangor to Manila. The second would 
make of government a bandit masquerading 
as a philanthropist.

The Filterable Viruses. 

[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] It was 
discovered in 1898 that the virus of the foot 
and mouth disease would pass through the 
finest porcelain filter, and a recent sum- 
mary by Dr. 8. B. Wolbach of the Harvard 
Medical School shows that thirty diseases 
—including some of the most important in 
man and animals—are now known to be 
due to micro-organisms too small to be in- 
tercepted by filters that retain bacteria. 
These organism: constitute the so-called 
“filterable viruses.’ The digeases include 
yellow fever, molluscum  contagiosum, 
dengue fever, veruca vulgaris, trachoma, 
sand-fiyYy or three-day fever, poliomyelitis, 
typhus fever, measles, and scarlet fever, as 
those peculiar to man; foot and mouth dis- 
ease, rabies and vaccinia and variola of man 
and animals; pleuropneumonia of cattle, 
African horse sickness, sheep-pox, cattle 
plague, hog cholera, swamp fever of horses, 
catarrhal fever of sheep, distemper of dogs, 
and a number of others in domestic ani- 
mals; fowl pest, fow] diphtheria and chick- 
en sarcoma in fowls, and one plant @sease 
—the mosaic disease of tobacco. The or- 
ganism of the pleuropneumonia of cattle 
has been recognized under the microscope 
with a magnification of 1500 diameters. 
The others—smaller—remain unseen, though 
there is evidence that some may be en- 
larged to microscopic size in some stages 
of growth. 


Electricity and Babies. 


Mr. T. Thorne Baker, the eléctrical ex- 
pert connected with the Dally Mirror, Lon- 
don, who recently made some experiments 
in raising chickens under the influence of 
electric current, now proposes to do the 
samne thing with babies. 

“No kind of food seems to do weakly 
babies any good,” says Mr. Baker. “As 
recently stated in the Daily Mirror, I pro- 
pose to use an electrically charged cot in 
which the baby is put to sleep for about 
twenty minutes at a time. 

“The physician is at present experiment- 
ing on little animals, such as guinea pigs, 
and in a few days we shall begin with the 


babies.” 


place babies near high-frequency currents, 
which would be switched on while the child 
sleeps in a little bed placed inside a special 
coil. 

“The result,” he said, “will be that while 
the treatment is in progress the electro- 
magnetic vibrations will pass back and 
forth through their bodies.” 


A Huge Thermometer. 

[Youth’s Companion:] Monsieur Guil- 
laume, subdirector of the international bu- 
reau of weights and measures at Paris, has 
made a contrivance that registers the ver- 
tical expansion and contraction of the Eiffel 
Tower. To a stake at the foot of the tower 
Monsieur Guillaume fastened a wire made 
of iron and nickel, and incapable of expan- 
sion or shrinkage. He attached the other 
end of the wire to the lever of a register 
on the second platform, about 380 feet 
above the ground. The charts from the 
register show that the great tower i8 ex- 
tremely susceptible to the slightest change 
in temperature. Although the greatest va- 
riation in the height of the tower amounts 
to only a little over two and one-half 
inches, the records of the register show 
that a passing cloud, a sudden burst of 
sunshine, or a heavy shower exert a 
marked effect upon the height of the struc- 
ture. The members of the geogtaphical 
service of the army have also studied the 
horizontal movements of the 7000-ton 
tower. They find that even in a 90-mile 
gale the oscillations of the summit scarcely 
amount to four inches.

YOUTH DISAPPEARS. 

Anxious Mother and Police Search 
for Boy. Whe Is Unaccustomed to 


Being Away Alone. 

What has become of Charile Cum- 
mings, a bright-faced boy of 11, who 
lives with his mother, Mrs. I. E. 
Cummings, at No. 306 North Free- 
mont avenue’? 

This question is puzzling the po- 
lice as well as the anxious mother, 
and the playmates who have tramped 
Weary miles in a vain search for the 
missing boy.

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 
SOME DANGERS OF THE PROPOSED 
RACE TRACK AMEND- 

MENT. 


Rev. Dr. Campbell at the First 
Presbyterian Church yesterday at- 
tacked the proposed amendment le- 
galizing horse racing in California 
and denounced the attempt to rein- 
troduce gambling into the State. Dr. 
Campbell selected “Civic Righteous- 
ness” as his theme and said in part: 

“‘am I my brother's keeper” was 
a question asked many centuries ago 
by one who knew that he had 
wronged his brother and the ques- 
tion was framed by one whose con- 
science was on fire as he remem- 
bered the blackness of the crime of 
fratricide that he was gulity of. 

“We are confronted with this ques- 
tion each day if we are thoughtful 
concerning our brother's welfare we 
must answer. In one of the prisons 
of New York there is confined a 
man this morning to whom the ques- 
tion came from the State of New 
York ‘where is thw brother,’ but 
even though he pleaded ignorance 
of any knowledge of him or the 
tragedy connected with the death of 
the confessed gambler Rosenthal, it 
was proven to the minds of a jury 
of twelve men that this man now in 
prison not only knew concerning the 
man inquired about, but was guilty 
of taking the life. which as a police 
officer he was sworn to protect: 

“This officer confined within the 
narrow cell of the prison was con- 
demned not only by the jury, out is 
condemned by all who have any 
knowledge of the tragedy of the 
crime he committed and for his 
failure to protect the life of the 
man whom he slew. It is sad to 
think upon the tragedy and we are 
told that the murder was due to 
the gambling profession of New 
York City. The citizens of the State 
ef California have known through 
bitter experience of similar tragedies 


that have taken place in ovr own 
commonwealth. Today there are 
men serving sentences in our State 


prisons because they have come into 
the mesh of the gambling clique who 
used them to extend their plans to 
despoll, defraud and rob the peo- 
ple. We are told that in 180 days 
at the races $36,000,000 passed into 
the hands of the men who are re- 
sponsible for the race gambling in 
this State. You, my fellow-citizens, 
are asked by the gamblers of this 
State to legalize again race track 
gambling, through which millions of 
dollars would flow into the hands of 
these men whose business it is to 
defraud, cheat and rob men to ac- 
complish their game, while they care 
nothing for the ruin and destruction 
of life that always follows in the 
way of race track gambling. 

“It is your duty as a voter to go 
to the polle next Tuesday and help 
defeat the plans of the gamblers who 
have framed and formed their pe- 
tition to the people in such a way 
as to deceive those who would vote 
against it. To this proposition pre- 
sented by the men who are seeking 
to legalize a wrong which threatens 
to lay a snare for the unwary and 
youth of our State vote ‘No.’

MORAL COLLAPSE OF MEN IN POSITIONS 
OF TRUST SOUNDS ITS WARN- 

. ING NOTE. 

“Oh, that there were one among 
you that would shut the door.” Mala- 
chi 1:10, and upon the words of the 
prophet, Rev. C. T. Murphy based his 
sermon yesterday at St. Athanasius 
Episcopal Church. In part he said: 

“The book of the Prophet Mala- 
chi opens with the axiom of revealed 
religion: ‘I have loved you, saith Je- 
hoevah.’ From this text the prophet 
preaches a wonderful sermon on the 
fea: of God. His virile argument 
marks the true progress of religious 
thought from God's love for man io 
man's reverence and love for God. 
When man recognizes the beneficent 
atutude of God, he is freed from thu: 
enemving terror of the supernatura! 
which must express itself in hatred, 
even if it forces obedience to divine 
commands. -But God's love revealed 
cannot safely release humanity from 
the thought of God. This, however, is 
the tendency and great danger of the 
asc. ‘For there te mercy with three: 
therefore shalt thou be feared,’ the 
Paalmist telis us. Spiritual life stag- 
nates. and morality degenerates ur- 
teas the knowledge of God's love finds 
jie response in man's respect and 
honor for the Supreme Beitng—Iin that 
fcat of God which the Scriptures de- 
elase is the beginning -of wisdom 

‘The cultivation of sincerity in con- 
duct. of truth In the tnward parts, of 
«cality In religion is the expression of 
the fear of God. Our Lord echoes 
the words of our text In expounding 
this principle in the Sermon on the 
Mount; “When thou prayest, enter in 
to thine inner chamber, and having 
smut thy door, pray to thy Father 
who is in secret. The soundness of 
modern life, public and private, in 
the church and out of it, depends up- 
om the spiritual honesty of socict) 
the Inner life ts hidden—no mar 
ean safely judge’ the soul of his 
nearest companién. Polished man- 
aeis, moral platitudes, religious ac- 
ustiiy. may cloak a spirit that is faise 
covetous cruel or vile, and wuncon- 
ecious hypocrisy is more prevalent 
and dangerous than deliberate hypoe- 
risy. The too-frequent moral collapses 
ol men of ability, holding positions 
of trust and honor, warn ws all of 
the importance of maintaining the 
*)tegrity of the secret life of the soul.

' At the Boyle Heights M. E. Church 
Yesterday the pastor, Rev. W. E. Tii- 
roe, D.D., found that “The Conclu- 
sn of the Whole Matter,” Ecclesias- 
tes 12:13, is to fear God and keep His 
“o-Amandments.” He said tn part: 

“it is a pity that we call the Bible 
tne Bible. It tis not a book but books. 
They call themselves the Scriptures or 
Writings. A unity of binding or con- 
venience is a great price to pay for 
eoniusion. It is also a pity the hidly 
writings were ever divided tnto chap- 
ers and verses. We lose thereby 
distinctness of impression and the 
impact’ of momentum and complete- 
ners. Soul speaking to soul forgets 
chapter and verse. These mighty 
sayings are not records but messages. 
They are not heirs of the dust 
bul voices for an answer. The con- 
cision of the whole matter is first 
the conclusion of this particular 
writing. 

‘As the book of Genesis ts statedly 
a story of generations or beginnings, 
as the book of Jonah is a vision of 
God, as the writings of Lake are 
executed that Theophilus may know 
the certainties of his religion, as the 
gospel of John was set down on 
paper that men might belleve and 
beve tlife, so Ecclesiastes ie one 
mighty sermon to a particular end. 
Vanity of vanities, all under the sun 
ts vanity; therefore fear Him who is 
abuve the sun and kvep His com- 
mandments. Get your religion from 
the heavens rather than the earth. 

Finally the conclusion of the whole 
matter has to do with the duty of 
man. These passing things are to be 
brought into judgement. Every secret 
thing. whether good or evil, is im- 
mortal until reckoned with before 
God. The final standard of all liv- 
‘ng is the will of God. Therefore do 
the commandments of God and fear 
God as the sum of all duty. The 
tulghty Webster was once asked as to 
his greatest conception itn his event- 
tul life.

GENESI® REVELATION: THE GER- 
MINAL AND THE TERMINAL OF 
THE BIBLE. 


Rev. W. Leon Tucker at Calvary 
Baptist Church began a series of 
exposition sermons on the Book of 
Revelation last night. The first 
discourse was entitied, “Is the Last 
Book of the Bible a Riddle or a Reve- 
lation?” The speaker said in part: 

“Men say the book is a riddle, God 
deciares it is a revelation. It is not 
a puzzle picture, but a prophetic pro- 
gramme. It is not a book of spiritual 
Principles, but the unveiling of a 
giorious person. Genesis is the ger- 
minal point and the book of Revela- 
tion is the terminal point of the 
Bible. What begins in Genesis con- 
cludes in Revelation. Whatever the 
prophets promised is here performed. 

“Revelation is the mighty battle 
ground of the aces It is here Ar- 
mageddon is set forth, not in the 
figure of speech of a politician, but 
in historical facts with all its fea- 
tures in the full portrait of prophecy 
which is history written in advance. 


In Genesis I see earth created; in 
Revelation I see it recreated. In 
Genesis sun and moon appear; in 


Revelation I read they have no need 
of the sun or moon. In Genesis 
there is a garden, which ts the 
home for man: in Revelation there 
is a city, the home for the nations. 
In Genesis there is the marriage of 
the first Adam: in Revelation there 
is the marriage of the second Adam. 
In Genesis there is the first grim 


appearance of that great enemy, 
Satan: in Revelation there is his 
final doom. In Genesis there is the 


inauguration of sorrow and suffering: 
you hear the first sob, you see the 
first tear: in Revelation there is no 
more sorrow, and no more pain, and 
all tears are wiped away. In Genesis 
we hear the mutter of the curse 
which falls because of sin: in Reve- 
lation We read ‘there shall be no 
more curse.” In Genesis we see man 
driven out from the garden, from 
the tree of life: in Revelation we 
see him welcomed back, and ‘the 
tree of life at his disposal.” 


REV. THOMAS FRENCH. 
NEW JERUSALEM CHURCH. 
TIMES MEASURE MUST BE TAKEN FROM 
THE VIEWPOINT OF 
ETERNITY. 

Rev. Thomas French delivered a 

sermon yesterday on “The Measure 
of a Human Life,” in the New Jerusa- 
lem Church. He spoke from the text, 
“So teach us to number our days 
that we may apply our hearts unto 
wisdom.” (Ps. 90:12.) He said in 
part: 
“The life of a man in this world 
falls naturally into certain periods. 
Each period supplies a basic plane 
for the growth which is to follow 
in the next period. Infancy, child- 
hood, youth, manhood, old age indi- 
cate stages In the growth of a per- 
fect man. We are today concerned 
mainly with the spiritual import and 
purpose of life. We are to look at 
time from the viewpoint of eternity. 
The things worth while are the things 
which do not pass away. Time 
passes, but the fruitage of time 
abides forever. Everyone. is born 
into the world with certain talents 
and capacities. What is time but the 
ratio of one’s total development to 
his rate of developing’ One man te 
young in years, but old itn attain- 
ments; another man is old tn years, 
but an infant in attainment. Time 
when rightly used brings the proper 
frultage of life. One's age stands for 
the measure of life, which he has 
received. From this standpoint let 
every one face the question ‘How old 
am 17’ 

“Attainments are both natural and 
spiritual. All natural things are 
formed to serve as vessels for the 
reception and manifestation of the 
life of the spirit... A man’s life does 
not consist in the things which he 
possesses, but in the powers of 
thought and love and action which 
the ministry of things have brought 
to him from on high. ‘ 

“In normal! spiritual development 
a human being. advances from ig- 
nerance to knowledge, from knowl- 
edge to intelligence, from intelligence 
to wisdom, and this progressions at- 
tended with corresponding inflow of 
life frem God. Mere knowledge of 
the truth is vold of life untill the truth 
is loved and lived.

DR. DAY. 

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
RELIGIOUS LIFE OF BOSTON. NEW YORK 
AND CHICAGO CON- 

TRASTED. 

“Tales of great cities,” is the title 
of a series of three morning sermons 
in which Dr. William Horace Day of 
the First Congregational Church, 
contrasts religious life in Boston. New 
York and Chicago. While each of 
these cities manifests all phases of 
religious life, each to him stands pe- 
eullarly for one, and he believes the 
work of organized religion is specially 
bent to that end. 

“In Boston the standards are intel- 
lectual; in New York, governmental; 
in Chicago, commercial. The work 
ef the church may well be measured 
as it promotes intellectual sanky in 
Boston, municipal purity in New 
York, and business honesty in Chica- 
go,” he said in part yesterday. 

“No mere jest described Boston as 
‘an intellectual attitude.” No other 
Dloneer settlement ever provided so 
promptly for a church and education. 
The public Latin school and 
vard College were established to ad- 
vance learning and perpetuate it to 
posterity, dreading to leave an iiliter- 
ate ministry to the churches, That 
spirit persists to this day. It seems 
to me Boston manifests three types of 
religious work, the attempt to pre- 
sent a convincing theology, aim at an 
adequate sociology, and a vital, per- 
sonal religion. Each type renders 
@ service the others do not supply. 

“A hundred years ago the churches 
of Bosten were in a conflict of doc- 
trines. Each bitterly attacked the 
other, believing that without accep- 
tance of his own theology religion 
would be in jeopardy. Some of the 
great Boston churches of today are 
of this type. In one the new theol- 
ogy is superbly preached. It ix de- 
fense of the faith against doubts of 
the culutured. In another historic 
church the old theology holds sway. 
As the one church attempts to help 
those conecious of intellectual fallu@s 
in realizing truth, so this church helps 
those conscious of some kind of moral 
failure. Churches of the theoldgica!l 
type I investigated are rendering 
splendid service, though they have 
comparatively little material equip- 
ment for serving the elemental so- 
clal needs. 

“For 200 years church life of Bos- 
ton was characteristically theologi- 
cal. For a quarter of a century em- 
phasis among thoughtful men has 
been less on convincing theology and 
more on adequate sociology. In many 
ways religious people have been mak- 
ing the newer emphasis. As we have 
eur Congregational house. so the Bap- 
lists have their denominational head- 
quarters buliding. 

“This interesting and valuable ex- 
periment seeks to instruct and  in- 
spire social radicals, many of whom 
would utterly repudiate anything 
called by the name of church, to a 
more constructive and ordinary form 
for expressing the social side of tho 
gospel. 

“Twenty-five years ago there was 
e shift from the theological to the gn- 
clological emphasis. The church in 
Boston is standing upon the thresh- 
old of a new era, including the best 
in each of those which have preceded. 
It is discovering something more fun- 
damental! than either convincing thew- 
logy or adequate sociology. 

“Some years ago Prof. Peabody of 
Harvard offered two groups of 
courses, one ‘philosophy of religion,’ 
and other ‘social ethics of Jesus.’ Ar- 
tendance on the ‘Philosophy of Re- 
ligion” steadily diminished. He gave 
it up. ‘Social Teaching of Jesus’ be- 
came one of the most popular in the 
university. Three years agg Prof 
Moore /elt a course on the philosophy 
of religions necessary. The first year 
eighteen students registered, all from 
the Divinity or other post-graduate 
schools. Last year 120 registered, 10° 
under-graduates, Men are interested 
as they have not been for years, Ip 
vital, personal religion. Centuries ago 
St. Paul warned hie friends, both In 
Colossae and Laodicia, against loss of 
a vital, personal religion. In the mod- 
ern church, whether tn Los Angeles or 
Boston, Christians may well heed the 
warning. both in regard to the 
| philosophy of God, theology, or the 
_philosophy of man, sociology. The 
supreme service of the church Is to 
lead to adequate personal religion.”
